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As  you  look  over  this  report  the  fact  will  be  brought  to  your 
attention  again  that  every  thing  including  the  expense  of 
running  your  town  and  therefore  your  taxes  has  gone  up.  If 
you  compare  our  expenses  of  the  past  year  with  that  of  ten 
years  ago  you  will  find  that  the  cost  of  runing  our  town  has 
more  that  doubled.  In  1923  the  amount  raised  by  property 
tax  was  about  $16,500.00;  in  1933  about  $21,500.00  and  in 
1943  about  $29,000.00.  Last  year,  1952,  the  amount  to  be 
raised  by  property  taxes  was  $51,500.00. 

Where  does  this  money  go?  As  we  all  know  our  schools 
take  the  lion's  share  and  quite  properly  too.  The  foundation 
of  our  country  is  a  free  and  enlightened  people  and  every  one, 
whether  having  children  in  school  or  not,  is  willing  and  glad 
to  support  our  schools.  However,  the  cost  of  running  our 
schools  has  risen  from  $57,00 .  00  in  1923  to  around  $25,000 .  00 
in  1952. 

Maintenance  of  our  roads  and  bridges  cost  us  an  amount 
next  in  size  to  that  of  our  schools.  We  have  about  fifty  miles 
of  road  to  keep  in  repair  and  usable  every  day  in  the  year; 
summer  and  winter;  spring  and  fall.  A  large  part  of  this  road 
is  hilly  and  hard  to  keep  passable,  either  in  dry  time  when  the 
surface  blows  away  as  dust,  or  in  rain  storms  when  it  is 
washed  out. 

The  town  rebuilt  four  new  bridges  during  the  past  year, 
the  lower  West  Meadow  bridge,  the  upper  Box  Corner  bridge, 
the  upper  Blaisdell  Pond  Road  bridge,  and  the  Melvin  bridge 
to  Dr.  Farrington's.  There  are  two  more  bridges  that  are 
narrow  and  more  or  less  dangerous  and  should  be  replaced  by 
larger  and  more  substantial  structures.  Your  Selectmen 
recommend  that  all  bridges  should  be  built  of  steel  and  rein- 
forced concrete.  In  1923  the  town  spent  about  $4,700. 00  for 
highways  and  bridges  and  last  year  the  town  raised  and  spent 
over  $18,000 .  00  for  roads  including  bridges,  oiling  and  T.  R.  A. 
However,  over  $1,200.00  of  this  was  for  damages  to  fences, 
bridges  and  Mrs.  Brook's  well. 
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Although  our  town  inventory  of  taxable  property  has 
incresed  from  $677,907 . 00  in  1923  to  $1,026,965.00  in  1952, 
it  is  evident  that  the  tax  rate  must  mount  higher  and  higher 
each  year  to  pay  for  the  greater  percent  of  expenses  of  govern- 
ment over  the  increase  of  taxable  property.  In  this  connection . 
the  State  Tax  Commission  holds  the  opinion  that  your  local 
assessors  have  not  placed  the  valuation  of  the  town  real  estate 
high  enough  by  some  thirty  percent.  At  the  suggestion  of  the 
Commissioners  and  with  the  agreement  of  the  Selectmen, 
assessors  from  the  Tax  Commission  will  revalue  all  the 
property  in  the  town  this  spring,  we  hope  in  time  for  this  year's 
tax  warrant.  Although  our  assessed  valuations  will  go  up  the 
rate  necessary  to  raise  the  required  budget  must  be  lower  You 
may  be  sure  that  your  Selectmen  will  do  all  they  can  to  keep 
it  down.  However,  they  are  bound  by  law  and  have  little  to 
do  with  expenditures  except  to  keep  them  within  the  budget, 
if  possible. 

Each  year  we  add  to  the  permanent  roads  of  the  town  with 
the  Town  Road  Aid  from  the  State.  At  present  we  are 
spending  that  money  on  the  East  Washington  Road  and  hope 
to  get  as  far  as  the  bottom  of  Gulf  Hill.  A  fine  job  has  been 
done  on  this  road  so  far.  We  suggest  that  the  town  appropri- 
ate a  sum  of  money  to  tar  two  hills  this  year;  Sweet's  Hill  and 
Rowes  Hill.  The  town  has  spent  thousands  of  dollars  on  these 
two  hills  alone  and  stands  to  save  this  money  by  putting  in  a 
permanent  surface.  Last  year  these  hills  were  widened  with  a 
bulldozer  at  comparatively  small  cost. 

Your  Selectmen  plan  to  place  road  guide  boards  on  all  inter- 
sections where  needed.  Most  of  these  guide  boards  are  a 
disgrace  to  the  town  or  have  disappeared  altogether.  They 
are  required  by  law.  After  the  copy  of  the  Town  Report  of 
last  year  was  sent  to  the  printer  an  error  was  found  in  the 
Financial  Report,  It  should  be  Total  Assets  $20,352.58; 
Net  Debt  $6,368. 15     and     Total  Liabilities     $26,720.73     . 

Your  Selectmen  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  of  the 
people  who  have  worked  with  us  for  the  good  of  the  town.  It 
is  generally  understood  that  the  larger  part  of  the  pay  received 
by  Town  Officals  is  in  satisfaction  in  a  hard  job  well  done.

On  the  twenty-fourth  of  November,  1803,  a  Church  of 
Christ  in  the  (  Ymgregational  Order  was  gathered  and  organized 
in  the  town  of  Bradford  by  the  advice  and  assistance  of 
pastors  and  delegates  from  neighboring  towns.  The  persons 
thus  embodied  as  a  church  were  the  following:  John  Brown, 
Joseph  Presbury  and  Hannah  his  wife,  Abigail  Presbury, 
David  Ingalls  and  Hannah  his  wife,  Isaiah  Short  and  Sarah 
his  wife,  James  Bryant  and  Abigail  his  wife,  Judith  Morse, 
Abigail  Knight,  Prisila  Sweatt,  Mary  Hildreth,  Sary  Bachelder. 
Rev.  Lemuel  Bliss  came  fromBoscawen  to  be  the  first  pastor, 
and  served  until  his  death  in  1814. 

In  1796  the  first  meeting  house  in  this  town  was  built.  As 
towns  were  then  religious  parishes,  the  building  was  built  by 
and  belonged  to  the  town,  and  was  used  not  only  for  divine 
worship,  but  for  town  meetings  and  other  gatherings  of  the 
people.  It  was  one  of  those  old-fashioned  wooden  structures 
with  a  high  box  -  pulpit  and  a  huge  pine  "sounding-board', 
over  it  on  one  side— a  double  door  on  the  other  side— a  porch 
and  door  at  each  end— large  square  pews  with  high  railings  and 
hinged  seats  all  around  the  inside  of  them,  except  where  a 
lofty  door  opened  into  the  aisle— wide  galleries  with  pews  and 
the  usual  seats  for  the  deacons.  There  were  fifty  pews  on  the 
lower  floor  and  twenty-three  in  the  gallery.  The  door  handle 
was  wrought  by  Richard  Cressey  and  was  ornamented  with 
the  figures  of  two  angels  and  inscribed,  "While  Truth  and 
Benevolence  reign  within,  the  angels  keep  the  door."  The 
minister's  salary  was  paid  by  a  town  tax,  and  this  community, 
like  many  in  New  England,  was  cursed  by  quarrels  which 
sprung  from  the  efforts  of  other  denominations  to  escape  taxes 
for  the  support  of  a  creed  which  they  disbelieved.  Until  the 
different  denominations  had  erected  their  own  buildings,  all 
shared  in  the  use  of  the  town  meeting  house  in  proportion  to 
their  membership. 

In  1838,  after  the  establishment  of  the  voluntary  system, 
the  Congregationalists  built  a  new  church  at  the  Center 
Village  and  abandoned  the  old  Meeting  house  to  the  town. 


The  dedication  of  the  new  meeting  house  and  the  installation 
of  Rev.  Stephen  Rodgers  as  its  pastor  occurred  December  20, 
1838.  The  list  of  "singers  and  players  upon  instruments  of 
music"  who  took  part  in  that  service  contained  sixty-one 
names.  At  that  time  organ  and  choir  were  stationed  in  the 
gallery  at  the  back  of  the  auditorium.  During  the  year  1881 
the  singing  seats"  were  moved  to  the  corner  where  the  organ 
is  now,  and  the  gallery  remodeled  into  a  vestry  for  meetings 
and  church  suppers. 

In  1863  the  old  meeting  house  was  taken  down  and 
rebuilt  on  its  present  location  on  Main  Street.  Is  was 
divided  into  two  stories  so  that  it  contaned  two  school  rooms 
and  a  town  hall. 

The  one  hundreth  anniversary  of  the  church  was  celebrat- 
ed on  Wednesday,  September  16,  1903.  There  was  a  day- 
long observance,  the  first  service  beginning  at  7:30  in  the 
morning. 

During  the  summer  of  1953,  probably  in  August,  a  150th 
anniversary  celebration  will  be  held  at  the  Bradford  Center 
Congregational  Church.  The  exact  date  will  be  announced 
later.

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This  is  another  year  that  the  Legislature  will  be  in  session 
which  will  mean  discussion  by  the  General  Court  on  the  State 
Aid  Program.  It  does  not  look  as  though  the  General  Court 
or  the  Governor  will  increase  the  State  Aid  for  Education 
Program.  The  Governor  has  taken  a  definite  stand  against 
new  taxes  and  with  all  departments  asking  for  large  increases 
in  their  budgets,  some  one  is  going  to  go  without.  The 
property  tax  payer  will  have  to  continue  to  shoulder  the 
burden. 

During  the  past  three  years  there  has  been  no  great  change 
in  the  school  budget.  One  more  year  and  the  bonded 
indebtedness  of  the  school  district  will  be  wiped  out.  You 
are  indeed  fortunate  that  you  had  the  foresight  to  build  during 
the  years  when  construction  was  relatively  inexpensive.  The 
same  building  would  cost  considerably  more  today. 

We  have  a  very  healthy  situation  at  the  grade  school  and 
things  are  going  well  this  year.  Unfortunately  for  us,  Mr. 
Sayward,  who  will  complete  his  second  year  in  June,  will  not 
be  with  us  another  year.  He  is  a  very  fine  young  young  man 
and  we  have  been  fortunate  to  have  had  him  with  us  for  two 
years.  It  will  be  difficult,  to  replace  him,  but  we  will  do  our 
best  to  get  a  man  of  the  same  caliber  as  the  two  young  men  we 
have  had  in  the  position. 

The  Bradford  pupils  have,  on  the  whole,  done  very  well  at 
Simonds  High  School  in  Warner.  Not  only  have  they  done 
well  in  their  studies,  but  they  have  taken  an  active  part  in  the 
extra-carricular  activities. 

I  have  continued  to  enjoy  my  work  in  Bradford  very  much- 
I  am  sorry  that  the  many  working  nights  in  the  month 
prevent  my  taking  an  active  part  in  the  social  life  in  the 
community.
